DECATUR — East Central 
Community College standout Melody 
Reed has signed a national letter of 
intent to play basketball at the 
University of Southern Mississipp!. 

The signing of Reed, a 5-foot-11 for- 
ward from Forest, was announced 
Monday by Southern Miss women’s bas- 
ketball coach Kay James. 

Reed averaged 22.4 points and 16.2 
rebounds per game this past season at 
East Central for Coach Sammy Pace 
and led the nation in rebounding. Reed 
was also one of the most deadly shoot- 
ers in the state. 
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"For two years, she shot 64 percent 
from the floor," Pace said. "She shot 67

East Central Community Col- 
lege has enjoyed another year 
of progress and development, 
and enrollment at the college 
has soared to record levels. 

In 1985, there were approxi- 
mately 240 students from New- 
ton County enrolled at ECCC. 
A decade later, that number has 
increased to more than 400 
Newton County students 
attending classes at the Decatur 
campus. 

ECCC opened the doors to a 
new Skill/Tech One-Stop 
Career Center in 1995, a facility 
which was established to pro- 
vide technical students with on- 
the-job experience along with 
classroom instruction. 

The Center’s mission is to 
provide business and industry 
the education, training, place- 
ment, assessment and consulta- 
tion to improve the quality of 
the workforce in the East Centr- 
al district. 

Companies in Newton Coun- 
ty that have received or are cur- 
rently receiving services 
through the Center include La- 
Z-Boy South, Peavey Electron- 
ics, ESCO Corporation, Tri-C 
Wood Products Inc., Union 
Chamber of Commerce, Clima-

Because of the increasing 
need for additional classroom 
space, the college held ground- 
breaking ceremonies during the 
1995 fall term fora new Allied 
Health/Child Care Facility. 
Scheduled for completion in 
spring 1996, the building will 
house the associate degree 
nursing and child development 
technology programs. 

A proposed second module is 
also planned at the same loca- 
tion to include the licensed 


practical nursing and surgical | 


technology programs. 
Also because of the pressing 


need for more classroom space, 


East Central purchased the old 
Newton County High School 
property across the street from 
the college. This new location 
will be called the South 
Campus. 

In athletics, a new head 
coach for the Warrior Football 
Team came to Decatur in 1995. 
Willie Coats, who previously 
led successful programs on the 
college and high school levels, 
came to East Central with an 
overall record of 158 wins and 
85 losses. 

In basketball, the Lady War- 
riors won the Mississippi Asso- 
ciation of Community and 
Junior Colleges South Division 
Tournament, finished state 
runners-up and advanced to 
Region 23 competition before 
ending the season with a 22 
and 7 overall mark. 

The Diamond Warriors post- 
ed a record-setting campaign 
during the 1995 season finish- 
ing with 30 wins, the most vic- 
tories ever recorded for an 
ECCC baseball team. 

The women’s softball team 
recorded a 28 and 24 mark and 
finished fourth in the state tour- 
nament. The golf team finished 
third in the State’s Division III 
Competition and the men’s ten- 
nis team placed fourth in the 
State tournament.

As the American workplace 
changes in response to globalization, 
competition, and new technologies, 
business and industry can’t compete 
in the marketplace offering low wages.

Last year, we placed 36 students 
from nine technical programs in 25 
worksites. These students worked an 
average of 26 hours a week for a total 
of 30,156 hours. The economic impact 
equals $188,475 of work based on an 
average hourly wage of $6.71. 

Today, workplaces like Choctaw 
Maid Farms, Inc., and Howell’s Com- 
puter Service require workers to learn 
a multitude of new skills as their jobs 
undergo constant change and evolu- 
tion. Workers must be able to work in 
teams, communicate effectively, and

prepares students for current and 
future careers in these highly techni- 
cal workplaces by combining class- 
room instruction with structured 
learning experiences at the worksite. 
The focus is to bridge the gap between 
school and the workplace. 

East Central was selected last year 
as one of five pilot test sites for this 
program. The sites would operate for 
three years with annual! evaluations. 
The test sites proved so successful, as 
evidenced by Work-Based Learning's 
impact on the economy, that sites are 
now being prepared at all 15. of the 
public community colleges. 

Implementing the program of East 
Central required a commitment from 
area business/industry and college 


instructors. It was easy because we 
found business and industry were 
willing to become involved, and East 
Central's teachers were ready to 
embrace this approach to education 
dnd training. But, to be successful, 
Work-Based Learning must have stu- 
dent participation. The student's 
incentive is the opportunity to show- 
case their capabilities in a real work 
environment which leads to competi- 
tive wages after graduation. 

So, what does all of this mean? It 
means employers will become active 
in the educational process investing 
time and resources in the develop- 
ment of their future workforce. 
Schools will become learning centers 
where all students succeed and envi- 
sion a future for themselves. Instruc- 
tors work as a team to create positive 
and student-centered learning 
activities. And, business/industry 
“abc a contributing partner in 
eshaping education within their local

community. Work-Based Learning cre- 
ates the opportunity for greatly 
enhanced communication between 
employers and educators. 

Unless we change the practices of 
the past, we can expect the same per- 
formance results of that era leaving a 
dim vision for the future.

Meredith Willson’s award-win- 
ning Broadway musical, The 
Music Man, will open for a four- 
day run, April 10-13, in the Ovid 
S. Vickers Fine Arts Theatre on 
the East Central Community 
College Decatur campus. A show 
for all ages, the production is pre- 
sented by the ECCC Players under 
the direction of Judy A. Carroll. 
The Music Man opened on 
December 9, 1957, at Broadway's 
Majestic Theatre in New York. It 
was a huge hit and ran for 1.375 
performances. It won the New 
York Drama Critic’s Circle Award 
and nine Tony Awards, including 
Best Musical. The film version 
won an Academy Award in 1962 
for Best Musical Adaptation.

widely regarded as one of the 
most accomplished works in 
Broadway history. It “lovingly 
and humorously” captures the lost 
innocence of American at the 
beginning of the 20th century. 

The Music Man is the story of 
Professor Haroid Hill 
Brooks of Decatur) and his impact 
on the sleepy town of River City, 
lowa. Hill arrives in the small 
community on July 4, 1912, with 
nothing but the lowes! intentions. 
His “con” is simply but effective. 
He convinces River City’s resi- 
dents he can teach their children 
to play m a marching bank if they 
buy the instruments and uniforms 
he has for sale. He will simply 


collect the money and escape, 


without fulfilling his promises. 

Hill's plans go awry when he falls 
in love with the town librarian, 
Marian Paroo (Lisa Harrison of 
Little Rock), who makes an hon- 
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est man of the “perennial huck- 
ster.’ Trapped by his love for her, 
he is literally forced to face the 
music when he is made to “con- 
duct” the children’s band. While 
the children can hardly play their 
instruments, the inner music that 
Hill and the band bring into the 
life of the town transforms River 
City. 

The music will make your feet 
snap into a marching step to the 
entire; company number of 
“Seventy-Six Trombones,” make 
you reach for your hankie in 
Harrison's “Goodnight My 
Someone” and want to dance in 
the aisles to “Shipoopi,” featuring 
Richard Edwards of Forest as 
Hill's old friend and reformed co- 
conspirator Marcellus Washburn.

‘The Music Man’ 


Broadway Hit, “The Music Man”, 
to Open in Decatur 

Meredith Wilson's award-winning 
Broadway musical, “The Music 
Man”, will open for a four-day run, 
April 10-13, in the Ovid S. Vickers 
Fine Arts Theatre on the East Central 
Community College Decatur cam- 
pus. A show for all ages, the produc- 
tion is presented by the ECCC Play- 
ers under the direction of Judy A. 
Carroll, 

“The Music Man” opened on 
December 9, 1957, at Broadway's 
Majestic Theatre in New York. It 
was a huge hit and ran for 1,375 per- 
formances. It won the New York 
Drama Critic’s Circle Award and 
nine Tony Awards, including Best 
Musical. The film version won an 
Academy Award in 1962 for Best 
Musical Adaptation. 

According to Carroll, “The Music 
Man” is based on Willson’s recollec- 
tions of his childhood in a small 
lowa town. He crafted his boyhood 
memories into what is widely 
regarded as one of the most accom- 
plished works in Broadway history. 
It “lovingly and humorously” cap- 
tures the lost innocence of America 
at the beginning of the 20th century. 

“The Music Man” is the story of 
Professor Harold Hill (Rick Brooks 
of Decatur) and his impact on the 
sleepy town of River City, lowa. He 
arrives in the small community on 
July 4, 1912, with nothing but the 
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lowest intention, His “con” is simple 
but effective. He convinces River 
City’s residents he can teach their 
children to play in a marching band 


if they_buy the instruments and uni- 


forms he has for sale. He will sim- 
ply collect the money and escape 
without fulfilling his promises. 

Hill’s plans go awry when he falls 
in love with the town librarian, Mari- 
an Paroo (Lisa Harrison of Little 
Rock), who makes an honest man of 
the “perennial huckster.” Trapped by 
his love for her, he is literally forced 
to face the music when he is made to 
“conduct” the children’s band. 
While the children can hardly play 
their instrument, the inner music that 
Hill and the band bring into the life 
of the town transforms River City. 

The music will make your feet 
snap into a marching step to the 
entire company number of “Seventy- 
Six Trombones," make you reach for 
your hankie in Harrison’s “Good- 
night My Someone” and want to 
dance in the aisles to “Shipoopi,” 
featuring Richard Edwards of Forest 
as Hill’s old friend and reformed co- 
conspirator Marcellus Washburn.

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Rigdon achieves goal of becoming 


Some little girls want to grow up 
and become ballerinas, others want 
to be movie stars. Gloria Rigdon 
always dreamed of growing up to 
become a nurse. Her wish was 
granted on June 11, 1996, when she 
reached for her mail. With her 
usual large stack of bills and flyers, 
she found what she was looking for 
- her nursing state board results. 
And there it was, her official license 
to practice nursing! . 

“When | was 15 years old, my 
father died of lung cancer. While he 
was in the hospital there was a 
nurse, Mrs. Wallace, who always 
took care of him. She had so much 
authority. My daddy thought she 
could do everything. As I watched 
that nurse take care of him and how 
secure she made him feel, I decided 
| wanted to do something like that. 
| wanted to be like that nurse and be 
able to help others,” Rigdon said. 

There’s one small catch to this 
story. When Rigdon decided to go 
back to school and get her nursing 
degree, she was not a typical 18- 
year old college student. She was 
45, divorced and had two children, 
Tammie and Lee. Going back to 
school meant sacrifices for her and 
her children. Returning to school 
would mean working, going to 
class, studying, cleaning house, tak- 
ing care of her children and hope- 
fully finding time to rest a few 
hours every night. Now, two years 
Jater, all those sacrifices have paid 
off. 

Rigdon always knew she wanted 
to go back to school, but it just 
never seemed to work out. That Is, 
until East Central got an Associate 
Degree Nursing (ADN) Program. 

“At first, I kept it very quiet that I 
was considering going back to 
school, then one day, I was talking 
to Coach Sammy Pace and | told 
him about my plans. He told me to 
get busy and start registering for 
classes. He really gave me a lot of 
encouragement. | really appreciate 
his guidance. It it were not for his 
encouragement, I may have never 
gotten my degree,” Rigdon said. 

She spent countless hours debat- 
ing over whether or not to return to 
school. She knew it was going to be 
tough, but she felt she had to do it 
for herself and her family. 

“It was like an answer to a prayer 
that ECCC got the program. It 
made it easier for me to work 


towards my goal of becoming a 
nurse. I immediately started work- 
ing on my prerequisites for the 
ADN program. I also managed a 
24-apartment complex, worked a 
40-hour week here at ECCC, reared 
Lee, and I was sending Tammie to 
college at the University of 
Southern Mississippi,” Rigdon said. 

For 14 years, Rigdon has also 
worked in communications at 
ECCC. She operates the switch- 
board, types for the faculty and han- 
dies the mail and duplicating. The 
entire time she was working on her 
degree, Rigdon continued to work 
40-hour weeks in communications. 

“Dr. Eddie Smith (College 
President) was so understanding. 
He allowed me to make up my 
hours in communications while | 
went through the program. I would 
come in at 7 a.m., go to class, and 
stay and work until 6:30 or 7 p.m., 
every night. He supported my deci- 
sion wholeheartedly and his encour- 
agement and support meant the 
world to me. Barbara Deaton had to 
work extra hard while I was out of 
the office, and I cannot possibly say 
thank you enough to her. She took 
on the office all by herself, and she 
stood behind me every step of the 
way. She is a dear friend,” Rigdon 
said graciously. 

Part of the ADN program at 
ECCC includes completing clini- 
cals. Rigdon was lucky enough to 
be assigned clinicals in Jackson 
during the weekends. She had 12- 
hour clinicals on Saturdays and 
Sundays at Methodist Hospital and 
University Medical Center. She 
still had to make time to study after 
returning from Jackson, which 
meant studying would continue into 
the “wee” hours of the morning. 

With all these obstacles to over- 
come, Rigdon was still determined 
to pursue her dream. In July of last 
year, she felt as though it was time 
to throw in the towel, After all her 
hard work and determination, she 
was scheduled to have back surgery 
due to problems that she had tried to 
ignore, but could no longer endure 
without her doctor’s help. Her 
recovery was quick, and Rigdon 
was back to work in no time, 
against the doctor’s orders. She 


knew she had come too far to turn — 


back, and her back problems were 
not going to stand in her way. 
“There were so many times when 


I would question myself and won- 
der why I was putting myself and 
my family through this. 1! would 
always think about my kids, and I 
would continue my studies, for their 
sake. I’ve always had this horror 
that my children would go without 
the things they needed. I was so 
determined to make it for my kids 
so that we could survive. Even 
though it was tough, I knew that one 
day it would all pay off,” she tear- 
fully explained, 

While in school, Rigdon excelled 
in the classroom. She graduated 
with a 3.5 grade point average, 
making her a Dean’s list scholar. 
She was initiated into Phi Theta 


Kappa honorary society, chosen for — 


Who's Who Among Students in 
American Community/Junior 
Colleges, and voted into the 
Mississippi Nurses’ Hall of Fame 
by her classmates. 

“Much of my inspiration came 


‘from Nancy Harris, the director of 


the ADN program. I always told 
her she had more faith in me than I 
had in myself. She is a wonderful 
lady and her encouragement got me 
where | am today,” Rigdon said. 

“Gloria was a good, steady stu- 
dent all the way through. She was 
more than willing to help her fello, 
students. She was totally dedicated 
to finishing, and she has been an 
exceptional student. [| know that 
she will make a great nurse,” Harris 
said. 

In addition to her nursing honors, 
Rigdon also received the 
Citizenship Award at Awards Day 
this May. The award, voted on by 
the faculty of ECCC is presented to 
a student who shows outstanding 
citizenship, genuineness and sincer- 
ity to her classmates and the faculty. 

“To receive this award was a great 
honor. The faculty and staff here at 
ECCC have been so supportive and 
understanding through the past two 
years. When | was taking my 
boards, we had a 10-minute break 
halfway through the test.

Scholarships will 
be available to the eligible students 
for four consecutive fall and spring 
semesters. Scholarships recipients 
must maintain a 3.0 grade point 
average each semester he/she is 
enrolled at ECCC. 

The academic achievement schol- 
arship was established to recognize 
students who score less than a 20 
composite score of the ACT yet have 
worked to achieve high grade point 
averages. It is estimated that cur- 


rently in the East Central district 
some 144 graduating seniors are 
high academic achievers with grade 
point averages in excess of 3.5 yet 
who have ACT composite scores of 
less than 20. The scholarships are 
available to any Mississippi resident 
who enrolls as a full-time student at 
ECCC the fall semester following 
his/her high school graduation Each 
student must have a high school 
grade point average of 3.5 or better 
on a 4.0 scale to be eligible for this 
scholarship: Students who have 
ACT scores of 20 or above will not 
be eligible for this scholarship. The 
academic achievement scholarships 


will be available to eligible students 


for four consecutive semesters, pro- 
vided each awardee maintains a 2.5 
grade point average for the first 
semester and a cumulative 3.0 grade 
point average for the second and 
third semesters at ECCC. A scholar- 
ship in the amount of $100 will be 
awarded each semester to each eligi- 
ble student.

Through the Skill/Tech One- 
Stop Career Center, East Central 
Community College is meeting 
the needs of business, industry 
and individuals in its communi- 
ties through education, training, 
placement, assessment and con- 
sultation to provide east central 
Mississippi with a quality work- 
force. 

Under the provisions of the 
Workforce Act of 1994 and under 
the direction of statewide and 
district development councils, 
the ECCC Center was established 
along with career centers at each 
of the 15 public community col- 
leges. The Center is located on 
the Decatur cam pus. 

Earl Marshall, Center team 
leader, said the Center serves as a 
focal point in the ECCC district 
for business, industry and indivi- 
duals to acquire information and 
services related to individual 
assessment, counseling, workfor- 
ce data, basic skills training, tech- 
nical training, student education, 
student placement and personal 
assistance to existing and poten- 
tial entrepreneurs. 

The Center is divided into 
eight service areas with an 
l1l-member staff. The staff 
includes a team leader, industrial 
coordinator, workforce specialist, 
work-based learning coordina- 
tor, basic skills specialist, person- 
al development specialist, Small 
Business Development Center 
(SBDC) director and secretary, 
special populations coordinator, 
employment placement counselr 
through the Mississippi Employ- 
ment Security Commission and a 
Center secretary. 

Job analysis, testing, curricu- 
lum development, customized 
skills training, Total Quality 
Management training and deve- 
lopment of long-range training 
plans are only a few of the ser- 


vices available to employers. 
Ronnie Westbrook, SBDC 
director, said, “Never before 
have all of these services been 
offered under one roof. This Cen-

ter is beneficial not only to 
employers and employees, but to 
individuals who are searching 
for employment or considering 
starting theirown business.” 

In the first 18 months of opera- 
tion, the Center completed 132 
training projects and enrolled 
2.350 students. Nine SBDC work- 
shops were conducted with 306 
people attending, and individual 
counseling services were pro- 
vided for approximately 500 peo- 
ple. The Center also provided 
programs for educational meet- 
ings, civic chubs and other special 
projects for an estimated 2,000 
people. 

In the fall, the Mississippi State 
Workforce Development Coun- 
cil’s “Best Practices” award was 
presented to the ECCC team and 
US. Electdrical Motors (USEM) 
in Philadelphiaaa with this 
award, the State Council recog- 
nizes community college/ 
business partnerships that exhi- 
bit continued success and inno- 

Businessman Karl Brantley, 
ECCC District Workforce Deve- 
lopment Council chair from 
USEM, said these career centers 
as a whole have the potential to 


make Mississippi No. 1 national- 
ly in workforce training and eco- 
nomic development. 

Eventhough the state’s com- 
munity colleges are leading the 
way with this type of service, the 
road to reaching this. goal has 
taken several years to travel. 

In 1987, community college 
presidents requested $1.2 million 
in statewide funding for the crea- 
tion of economic development 
units at each of the 15 institu-- 
tions. However, funding was not 
provided. 

Marshall said, “We were 
already offering some of the 








In 1993, the Mississippi i Céin- 
munity College Fotisdation 
became involved in the project 
and established what is known as 
the Millennium Group, a diverse 
group of leaders from acrdoss the 
state with an interest in._workfor- 
ce improvement. With the aid of 
a Kellogg Foundation grant, this 
group provided a report to the 
people of Mississippi, and it was 
used by the state legislature as 
the cornerstone for passage of the 
Workforce Act. The act, passed 
by both houses without dissent- 


"ing vote, provides for the crea- 


tion and development. of a 
regionally-based delivery system 
for educational training in the 
state, and also calls for the estab- 
lishment of an integrated and 
coordinated workforce wie: al 
ment strategic plan. 


“It is an exciting time for busi- 
ness and industry in our area,” 
Marshall said, “J can think of no 
time in our history when more 


emphasis has been given to pro- 


ducing outstanding workers for 
our state.” 

Marshall explained that suc- 
cess of the centers will be deter- 
mined through evaluation from 
the state and district develop- 
ment councils and through 
records kept on job placement, 
length of time on the job and 
wage rates. The Mississippi State 
Board for Community and Junior 
Colleges is the primary cree 
agency, as designated by the 
Legislature. 

Currently operating approxi- 
mately 80,000 students, com- 
munity colleges have exper- - 
ienced an enrollment increase 
with the establishment of these 
courses, according to the State 
Board. |

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ECCC sees 
record 
enrollment

DECATUR — A continuing 
image of excellence has once again 
netted East Central Community 
College a record enrollment. 

Enrollment figures for the fall 
semester show ECCC has reached 
the 1,800 mark, a goal they set 
last summer after a record enroll- 
ment last year. 

Director of Admissions, 
Records and Research Raymond 
McMullan said as of Thursday 
afternoon, the school had 1,828 
students enrolled on all its cam- 
puses. 

This is about a seven-and-a- 
half percent increase from the 
same time period last year, he 
said. The enrollment for fall 
semester 1995 was 1,698, then an 
all-time high for the school. | 

Of that 1,828 student, 1,279 
are listed as full-time, also an 
increase from last year’s 1,182 
full-time students. Part-time 
enrollment also went up slightly, 
from 516 to 549. 

ECCC President Eddie Smith 
said he was delighted with the 
increase. 

“We are very pleased with the 
enrollment,” he said. “There was 
an increase in enrollment from al! 
our supporting counties, as well.” 

One significant increase was in 
the area of students who plan to 
transfer after two years at the col- 
lege, Smith said. 
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tional student anroil nent. but up 
signi icantly in academic transfer 
students,” he said. 

Smith said the increase can 
probably be attributed to a cam- 
paign begun in 1985 to increase 
the school's enrollment figures. 

“We developed a recruiting 
strategy and recruiting task list 
and trained out recruiting person- 
nel,” Smith said. 





Since that plan was put in 


force, enrollment has increase 
about 125 percent, Smith said. 
But a good recruiting plan is 
not the only thing Smith sees as a 
reason for increase enrollment.

“Mississippi doesn’t have a bet- 
ter bargain,” said Horace Holmes, 
president of Southwest Mississippi 
Community College in Summit. 
“You can't beat the cost.” 

Others agree. “We try to keep our 
cost at a minimum, where it is af- 
fordable,” said Joe Ray, dean of ad- 
missions at Mississippi Delta Com- 
munity College. “It’s a way to get 
your freshman and sophomore 
years and save a lot of money.” 

Tuition at Mississippi Delta in 
Moorhead is $445 per semester. It is 
$510 a semester at Hinds. While 
community college costs — about 
half the price of attending a Missis- 
sIppl university — are an enormous 
draw to students and parents, two- 
year schools are luring customers 
for other reasons. 

“I came from a small high school 
and the classes here are smaller,” 
said Kelly Dunn, 19, of Hattiesburg, 
a Pearl River Community College 
sophomore. “We have some really 
outstanding professors, and stu- 
dent life is improving a lot.” 

Dunn, the editor of Dixie Drawl, 
Pearl River's student newspaper, 
said a small college opens many 
leadership opportunities to stu- 
dents just out of high school. “I 
would recommend Pearl River to 
family and friends,” she said. 

After receiving her degree at 
2,941-student Pearl River in 1997, 
Dunn plans to enroll at the Univer- 
sity of Southern Mississippi. 

Pear! River is beating the bushes 
for students like Dunn in its six- 
county south Mississippi district, 
said spokesman Larry Stanford of 
the Poplarville campus. “We adver- 
tise on T'V in the fall and send Pear! 
River tabloids to every household,” 
he said. 

The enrollment trend forthe bulk 
of the two-year schools this fall is 
nothing new.

The 15 schools enrolled 52,371 
students in both credit and non- 
credit courses in fall 1986. The 
numbers steadily climbed to 81,599 
in fall 1995, with 55,031 of those en- 
rolled in for-credit courses, records 
show. That was an overall 56 per- 
cent growth rate spanning nearly a 
decade, 

In fall 1994, total enrollment was 
76,934, with 54,343 of those stu- 
dents in for-credit courses. There 
were 72,071 enrolled in fall 1993 in 
both credit and non-credit courses. 

Overall totals for fall 1996 aren't 
available yet, junior college officials 
say, but they project enrollment will 
be up another 3 percent. Campuses 
report a total 57,490 students in for- 
credit courses. 

“It’s been uphill growth all the 
way, said Bill Bunch, an adminis- 
trator with the Mississippi Board 
for Community and Junior Col- 
leges. “Our thrust has been to make 
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community colleges accessible to 
the people. The number of part- 
time students has grown tremen- 
dously.” 

Mississipp! universities saw en- 
rollments increase on seven of eight 
main campuses this fall. The only 
school reporting a decrease is Jack- 
son State University. 

Small, rural Coahoma Commu- 
nity College attributes the influx of 
new students to hard work by re- 
cruiters and ether boosters of the 
campus in Clarksdale. 

“Many of our former students are 
parents and sending their children 
to us now,” said Jerone Shaw, Coa- 
homa’s academic dean. ‘Many of 
the students that left us are our 
greatest recruiters.” 

Shaw, a 1965 Coahoma alumnus, 
practices what he preaches. His 
daughter graduated from 963-stu- 
dent Coahoma in the mid-1980s. 
She attended Delta State and the
